TELEGRAPHERS GO OUT, 


A Strike of the Western Union's Employes 
at Omaha That May Spread—Labor News 
from Other Points. 
OMAHA, Neb., July 12.—|Special.)—At 8 

o'clock this afternoon a committee of four 

trom the Western Union telegraph operators 
employed in this city waited on Superintendent 

Dickey and presented the following: 

We, the nn dessigned, representing the operat- 
ors employed by the Western Union Telegraph 
Company in Omaha, respectfully inform you that 
said operators hereby demand that they be paid 
full extra wages for all overtime, and that un- 
less said demand is complied with at or before 
noon, July 18, said operators will refuse longer to 
continue 4 the employ of said company. 

This action is taken with the sanction of and 
in concert with the operators employed by the 
Western Union Telegraph Company at Ogden 
and San Francisco. At balf-past 5 the chief 
operator discharged one of the committeemen, 
whereupon six other operators walked out; 
jater others quit, making a total of fifteen out 
of the night force. About twenty of the day 
force will quit at noon tomorrow if their extra 
time is not restored. The entire force is about 
fifty. Telegrams have been received from Og- 
den saying: ** We are with you, and will strike 
tomorrow.” Telegrams of sympathy and sup- 
port have been received from San Francisco, . 
Kansas City, and points in Texas. The men 
bere are determined, and say they will stand 
together. They feel sure of winning by the aid

Bos rox. Mass., July 12.—Last week the tan- 


ners and curriers of Salem and Peabody received 
a communication from their empioyés request- 
ing that on and after July 12 aday’s labor con- 
sist of ten hours, and Saturday of nine hours.

of the great Western trunk lines desire to take 
a decisive stand against a plan so comprehben- 
sive and plain as Mr. Cable's. For this reason 
it is believed that the managers of some of the 
smaller lines in the West and Northwest will 
be pushed forward at today's meeting to inter- 
ject such objections to the proposed plan as to 
make its. adoption at this time an im- 
possibility. Among the roads mentioned 
as being prepared to oppose the adoption 
of the new proposition are the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral and St. Paul & Omaha in the Northwest 
and the Kansas City, St. Joe & Council Bluffs 
ia the West. The latter, it is stated, will insist 
that all outstanding accounts of the Western 
Freight Association be squared and adjusted 
before it wili join a new combination. The 
Omaha, it is claimed, will make a similar claim 
as regards the affairs “of the Northwestern 


Traffic Assuciation. The Wisconsin Central, it 
is stated, wili decline to join because it is not 
yet ready for business and bas had no chance to 
demonstrate what share of the business it is 
entitled to.

A prominent railroad official who is heartily 
in accord with the above proposition, but who 
thinks it is not comprehensive enough, intends 
to introduce at today’s meeting a new pian, 
which provides for the poo! f allcompetitive 
business (freight and passenger) west, north- 
west, and southwest from Chicago, Peoria, and 
St. Louis on substantially the same pian as 
the one adoptea by the Associated Roads of 
Kentucky, Tennessee, and Alabama. There 
is to be a general Executive Committee or 
Board of Control of three members, to 
whom shall be referred all matters of 
dispute and from whose decisions there shall 
be no appeal. There is also to be a General 
Commissioner, who is to be the executive o- 
cer, and who is to be virtually an official of each 
road in the pool, and who shall base the right 
to discharge agents of the roads if he finds 


that they do not properly perform their duties, 


aod who is to make all rates and arrangements 
for interchange of traffic with connecting 
lines. Then there are to be sub-pools for the 
various dranches of traffic and the 
different territory with Assistant 
Commissioners or General Agents, in charge. 
By this means it is claimed ali competition can 
be stopped and rates maintained, the expenses 
of the roads reduced more than one-half, as all 
outside agencies which have now to be main- 
tained at great cost would become unnecessary, 
the clerical forces in the treight and passenger 
departments could be materially reduced, and 
the generai officers of the roads, who bave now 
to spend a great portion of their time in at- 
tending meetings, could remain at home and 


give proper attention to the legitimate duties 
of their positions.

Dreadful Discovery. 


New York, July 12.—|Special.j—Lucie and 
Adrian Crucy, sister and brother, tne surviv- 
ors of a family of eight, killed themselves be- 
fore dawn today at No. 60 Lexington avenue, a 
house they bad occupieca for nearly thirty years, 
The woman shot herself in the right temple; 
the man shot himself bebind the right ear. 
Adrian Crucy was a member of the Produce, 
Maritime, and Metal Exchanges, and was en- 
gaged in business as a commission merchant 
at Nos. 556 and 57 Beaver street. He and his 
sister were born at Nantes, france, and came 
here with their parents, their sisters Julie 
and Sophie, and their brother Jules in 1851. 
Another brother, Andre, had died in France in 
1830. Lucie, nearly 60 years of age, and 
Adrian were the surviving members of the 


family. The others, even to baby Andre, 
whose body was brought here from France 
two years ago, are buried in Calvary Cem- 
etery. 

‘Lnougd this mode of putting an end to er- 
istence was probably not an infrequent sub- 
ject of discussion Letween the brother and sis- 
ter, the methoaical manner in which they pre- 
pared for death proves that it was finally 
determined upon Thursday of last week. 
Adrian Crucy was a man of generous habits. 
His temperament was extremely variable. His 
manner was always polite and dignified, and at 
times he was cheerful, even to jocularity. At 
others he was dependent. It would be 
dificult to imagine a more methodicai 
pair, They remained at home night after 
night, winter and summer, and not an evening 
was allowed to pass without a reference to the 
dear ones buried in Calvary Cemetery. Twice 
a week Lucie Crucy, a sweet-faced 
woman, whose snowy hair was al- 
ways arranged in the fashion of a 
last generation, paid a visit to Calvary Ceme- 
tery. Summer or winter she always carried 
flowers in ber hands, and these she placed on 
the six graves. Except to attend St. Stephen’s 
or St. Vincent De Paul's Church, she never ieft 
the house excepi to pay her semi-weekly visit 
to the cemetery. Her brother also attended 
St. Vincent de Paul's Church, but not regular- 
ly. The 4th of July they spent most of the day 
in Calvary Cemetery, and became so interested 
deooratm the graves as to forget the intense 
heat until Mr. Crucy was overcome by 
it. His sister was greatly alarmed at his 
condition, as he was usconscious for some 
tume. The following Monday he was greatiy 
improved. Tuesday and Wednesday of last 
week he visited his office and transacted some 
business. Thursday he was confined to his 
house. His physician bad tnformed him that 
he must rest and forget ali about bus 
ness. He could remain in the house, 
but to forget all about business 
seemed out of his power. He became 
very despondent. His sisier shared in his 
vioomy feelings. They talked about the father 
and mother and brotbers ana sisters lymg in 
Caivary Cemetery, and asked each other if it 
would not be wellto join them. The mat- 
ter was discussed as coolly as a con- 
templated pleasure-excursion. Adrian Crucy’s 
wish was that of his sister. His will 
was her law. At bis request she brought bim 
one of his business ietterheads and pen and 
ink. He wrote as follows: “We commit gut- 
cide of our own consent.” He handed the 
pu der to her.

As be felt mentally unfitted to undergo much 
exertion she undertook the direction of at- 
fairs. She arranged her brother's busi- 
ness papers carefully, and placed them 
in a little rosewood box. The latter she laid 
on a table that stood in the centre of the bed- 
room. Since January she had. kept a diary, 
and in one of the last pages of thie, which is 
written in French, she told where this box 
was to be found and what it contained. 
She also told where the key of tne box could 
be found. She explained carefully and mi- 
nutely how she was to be dressed atter death 
and where her burial clothes were to be 
found. 

Having done all this she wrote the following 
note: 

I beg the girls who will be with me at the time 
of my death, and who are now Katie and Kose 
Kelly, to put with me in my coffin all that will be 
left in the bandbox after I am dressed, with the 
exception of the little parcel or box marked 
Adrian Crucy,” which I wish dearly to be put 
in Mr. Crucy’s coffin after his death. 

This note she placed on her bed before retir- 
ing last night. With it she 
munication to which her signature and that of 
her brother were attached. Sunday even- 
ing the brother and sister dined together 
as usual. Rose Kelly, who waited upon them, 
discovered nothing strauge in their bebavior. 
Sue thought it strange that neither Miss 
Crucy nor her brother appeared at breakfast. 
At 1 o'clock this afternoon the two servants 
agreed that an attempt should be made to 
wake Miss Crucy. They found her door 
locked, and, becoming much alarmed, 
ran into the next house and re 
quested that the police should be sent 
for. Ten minutes later Officers Jennings 
and Kiernan were-in the house. They broke 
in the door of Mr. Crucy’s room. The door 
was locked and bolted with a brass chain. The 
gas was turned on, but not lighted. On the 
bed nearest the front of the house lay Adrian 
Crucy on bis back. In the right hand 
was clutched a-32-calibre revolver. His face 
wore a peaceful expression, horribly out of 
place so close to the awfully-disfigured face 
of the white-baired woman on tlie next 
bed, and the great streams of blood that 
had soaked their way through the 
sheets and mattresses until it dropped upon 
the floor. Crucy had aimed his pistol with 
knowledge as well as determination. The ball 
penetrated his brain and is still imbedded there. 
His sister piaced the pistoi-barrel against ber 
right temple. She held the weapon in ber 
right band as she lay on her oft side. The 
ball tore out her right eyein its passage, and 
tore its way through her brain, dropping 
upon the pillow. Noone beard the sbots. It 
is supposed, however, that they killed them- 
selves about 4 o'clock or earlier this morn- 
mg. They evidently shot themselves at 
the same moment, the sister occupying the 
spare bed in her brother's room that they 
might see each other die. Death in each case 
must have been instantaneous. Everything in 
the room had been carefully arranged for the 
event. Scattered about the room were like- 
nesses of various members of the family, and 
in testimony of Lucy Crucy’s thoughtfulness 
there lay on the bureau a card, brown with 
age, ana containing the family record, | 

The brother and sister probably intended to 
smother themselves with gas, but finding that 
modé of death too slow discarded it for the 
revolver. which Miss Crucy de- 
sired buried with her brother contained locks 
of hair, old photographs, letters, and other 
souvenirs. The box which she asked should be 
placed in ber own coffin was filled with little 
articles that must dave belonged to beras 4 
child. In the box which sbe wrote contained 
her brothers documents were certs 
of three shares in the Produce Exc 
Bank, 100 sbares of Colorado Central 
Consolidated Mining Company, ten shares of 
Keely motor stock, 3,000 shares in the York- 
shire Mining Company, baif of which belong. 
it was stated, to Charies Smith Jr., certificates 
of membership in the Metal and Maritime Ex- 
cb and a certificate of membership in tne 
Produce Exchange in the name of Lucie Crucy.

lating to patent medicines. When the publisber 
completed the agreement by which he secured 
Miss Cleveland's services be tried to persuade 
her to allow her name to be printed on the 
title-page of the periodical. Miss Cleveland 
objected to her name appearing on any 
part of the paper, on the ground 
that the publication should stand or fail 
on its own merits without the a- 
ventitious aid which ber name and position 
might chance to give it. He dropped the mat- 
ter there, but subsequently concocted a wily 
plan to get Miss Cleveland's name on the cover, 
ber objections notwithstanding. So be paid 
an artist $75 for a new and pretty design for a 
title page, in which the worda, ** Edited by Miss 
Gleveland, appeared in minute form ona 
flowing scroll. He sent her a copy of the de- 
sign, fully expecting the artistic character of 
the work would overcome her objections to 
notoriety, and by return mail got a rather tart 
note from the lady, saying in substance: My 
name shall not appear—this is final.’’

Helping the C., B. & Q. Out—Laying Tracks 
Across Ogden Avenue—An Adjournment 
to Be Had to the Last Monday in Septem- 
ber—An Amendment Wanted to the Act 
Incorporating Cities. 

Tne Council met last nignt, Mayor Harrison 
in the chair, and all the members present. 

The bond of Commissioner William H. Purdy, 
in the sum of 850.000, with William C. D. Gran- 
nis and John M. Dunphy as sureties, was ap 
proved. | 

The old matter relating to the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy railroad tracks on Twen- 
ty-second street, from Brown to Jefferson 
street, which had been made aspeciai order 
for the evening, and which had been before 
the Council almost every meeting for over 
two months, was called up by Aid. Cullerton. 
An ordinance was passed autborizing the com- 
pany to lay tracks on the rear of the lots on 
the south side of the street, between Johnson 
and Haisted, if it acquiresarightof way by 
purchase or condemnation within ninety days. 
and on the south side of Twenty-second street 
for the rest of the distance. 

Ald. Cullerton banded in an order directing 
the Commissioner of Public. Works to confer 
with the Corporation Counsel as to the au- 
thority for laymg tracks across Ogden avenue 
near Rockwell, and if iaid without authority 
to remove them. 

An ordinance was passed providing that 
when the Council adjourn the last Monday in 
July the next reguiar meeting be held the last 
Monday in September. 

Ald, Clarke presented an order directing the 
Law Department to prepare a series of resolu- 
tions addressed to the State Legislature asking 
amendments to the general act incorporating 
cities in this State, under which Chicago is in- 
corporated, such as would authorize and com- 
pel the City Councils of such cities to demand 
and receive from all companies, whether borse 
or steam railroads, gas, electric light, or other 
corporations, a rental or charge for the use of 
the streets and alieysof such cities. The de- 
partment was also instructed to prepare a bill 
based on the recent enactment of the New 
York Legislature for an act to be submitted 
to the Illinois State Legislature at its next ses- 
sion, in January, 1887. Referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 

The Council then adjourned until Thursday 
night. 

Doings of the Board of County Commis- 

sioners. 

The Board of County Commissioners met 
yesterday. The contract with George C. 
Lenke for furnishing hard coal to the differ- 
ent county institutions was approved. A com- 
munication received from the Chicago & 
Evanston Boulevard Company, referred to the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges. expressed a 
dcsire on the part of the company to wmain- 
tain a gravel or macadamized toll-road from 
the north line of Diversey street in Lake 
View to the south line of South Evanston over 
the Rosehill and Evanston toll-road. It also 
asked permission to erect and maintain toll-

A $36,000 BLAZE, 


Total Destruction of the Illinois Malleable 
Iron Works at Lake View Last Night—The 
Insurance Light. 

The Dlinocis Malleable Iron Works, situated 
at the junction of Diversy street and the 
Northwestern Railroad tracks, Lake View, were 
totally destroyed by fire last night. Loss, 
$36,000. The company occupied two one- 
story frame buildings, 120 by 60 feet, the prop- 
erty of William Deering of the Deering RKeap- 
er Works, and it was tor the latter concern 
that the iron works did most of their business.

The Actual Present Shrinkage of Wheat. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 12.—Prof. Dodge, 
the Statistician of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, says concerning the various estimates 
made from his last report on the wheat crop, 
that though the average of condition of spring 
wheat the Ist day of last July was 96, it fell to 
86 at the time of harvest, which is only three 
points higher than the present condiuon, and 
represents a loss of less than 6,000,000 bushels 
as compared with the result of last year’s har- 
vest. The damage occurred last year in the 
last two weeks of July and later. There is 
great risk of furcher damage during July and 
August, but that already revorted means only 
a loss of 6,000,000 bushels in spring wheat and 
5. 000. 000 in winter wheat, or a total loss of 
11,000,000 in wheat during the month of June. 


THE OLD, OLD STORY. 


Another Day Exhausted and No New Jurors 
Secured in the Case of the Anarchists—The 


Prisoners Evidently Enjoying Themselves. 

Yesterday's work in the Anarchists’ trial 
consisted of firing the two jurors temporarily 
kept in the box over Sunday and examining 
and dismissing forty-one additional men. The 
State presented to the defense Otto G. Hot- 
tinger, a North Side druggist, 30 years old; 
H. B. Bogue, a South Side real-estate man; H. 
R. Lee, picture-frame dealer, and Charies J. 
True, a West Side druggist, who was kept on 
band from Saturday. Lee and Hottinger were 
excused for cause. Mr. Bague was decidedly 
cool in the jury-box and badgered Mr. Foster 
with cuttiug answers to that extent that the 
lowa lawyer lost his temper and roared: 
Tour honor, 1 don't feel that this juror has 
the right to come into the box to act smart. I 
want my questions answered.“ Mr. Bogue 
was peremptorily chalienged, as was also Mr. 
True. 

I believe the prisoners are guilty,”’ said 
William Zeitz. Excused for cause. The de- 
tense peremptorily challenged W. F. Bodiley, 
F. M. Horine, Leroy Hanna, and W. J. Berry. 
John T. Martin, a member of the jury which 
convicted Dutohy O' Keete of ballot-box 
stealing, was ordered aside. Attorney Foster 
from Davenport, Ia., had been in Iilinois only 
ten months and was excused under the law as 
exempt from serving. 

When H. C. Hugenin, a railroad clerk, was in 
the box Judge Gary was asked by Mr. Foster 
if be had any questions to ask the juror. No,” 
said the court, I'm not going to push the 
young man. It's the old men I want to crowd , 
to tell me the state of their minds.” Mr. 
Hugenin was excused for cause. 

About the middie of the afternoon the de- 
tense tendered to the State T. M. Hobbs, 27 
years old, clerk; W. J. Quinn, lawyer; Henry 
Mering, clerk; and B. F. Green, clerk. All 
were excused for cause. 

Court adjourned at 5:30 o’clock with the jury- 
box clear of all except the eight sworn jurors. 

The total number of jurors examined so far 
18 812. The defense bas run through 111 of its 
160 peremptory challenges. 

The prisoners grow bolder every day. Yes- 
terday they read in court all sorts of Socialistic 
trash, spreading it over their laps and scatter- 
ing it on the floor abeut their chairs. They 
laugt and grin at the jokes of the lawyers and 
sneer at what they do not like. } 

“Where are the prisoners?“ a stranger 
asked yesterday. What! those fellows sit- 
ting grinning there with such big outfits of 
flowers all over their’ coats? Are those the 
the critters we'd have banged to lamp posts if 
we could have got at em a few weeks ago? 
Weill, the course of justice bas no terrors in 
Chicago. I deciare I never saw the beat.”

Haines in the Field for the Speakership of 
the House.

Figures Showing the Increase in Some of 


The biennial school census reports of the 
outlying districts and townships of Cook Coun- 
ty are now due at the office of the County Su- 
perintendent of Schools, but as the directors 

baying they are coming in slowly. 


The towns fully re- 
ported, with popdlation, are as follows: 


The small increase indicated in Jefferson is 
said to be due to the loose way in which the 
census was taken in the Humboldt-Mapiewood 
district. Though the population under 21 
years of age is represented as having Increased 
20 per cent, the total population has increased 
only from 10,097 to 10,388. It is hinted that the 
school directors did not care to have all the 
people in the district counted, as that would 
make it appear that there are 12,000, in which 
case there would be a change in the composi- 
tion of the School Board, now consisting of six 
members. The School law 
cases where the population is 12,000 or upward 
the school board shall consist of nine mem- 
bers. It is at least singular, as one of the 
scbool officials pointed out, that while the pop- 
viation under 21 years, on which the school ap- 
propriauon is based, should bave increased 20

THE TOWN OF LAK#’S ASSESSOR. 


He Has Not Only Increased the Personal- 
Property Assessment of the Citizens, but 
He Brings the Railroads Very Sharply to 
Time. 

The Assessor for the Town of Lake, Patrick 
Phelan, has nearly Gnished his labors for the 
present year. He has increased the personal 
property assessment $180,982, and added large- 
ly to the tax which the railroad corporations 


have heretofore paid. 

The Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific returned 
personal property other than rolling-stock at 
$22,500, which be assessed at $50,000. Its real 
estate, Other than land denominated “ railroad 
track by the State Revenue law, including 
improvements thereon, was listed at $12,500 
and at $47,000. He found several 
tracts of the same description of real estate be 
longing to the company that was not listed 
and assessed it at $199.000. The Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern Railway Company 
scheduled personal property at §1,469.20, 
which be raised to $6,000. The Chicago & 
Western Indiana Railway Company listed its 
personal property at $1,850, which was 
at $8,115. The real estate belonging to the 
company not listed was put down as 
worth $62,150. It was assessed six years 

but since then no taxes have been 
paid upon it. The Pennsylvania Railway 
Company, which operates the Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Railway, put in its personal 
property as worth $10,210, but the Assessor 
raised ite value to $17,800. It listed its real 
estate at $5,727, the value of which was in- 
creased to $5,875. The Assessor found rea- 
estate belonging to the corporation not listed 
whieh he deemed worth $21,710. The Beit 
Line Raflway Company returned its personal 
estate in the town as worth $200 and failed to 
list any land not used as right of way: 
but the Assessor put it down for $2,500 
on personal property assessed

26, consumption 16, pneumonia l4, gastro-en- 
teritis 15, diphtheria 12, typboid-fever 6, and 
scariet-fever 2. The annual rate per 1,000 in- 
habitants was 82.44, the largest percentage this 
year. 


The Protestant Episcopal Triennial General

Owners of Unlicensed Dogs Must Come to 
Time. 

The police have made a canvass, and know 
the name and residence of the owner of every 
dogin the city, and this morning will com- 
mence the work of sifting out those who have 
procured licenses. For three weeks a grab- 
net has been thrown out, and many persons 
who bad licenses have been summoned to ap- 
pear at the police court, while delinquents 
escaped because of inability to discover 
them.

coloring: 


Wear a large white sun bat when outdoors in 
the daytime, even if sitting in the shade. 

The neck should never be permitted to be 
sun-burned; and to avoid this wear thin flan- 
nel underwear, with alawn or muslin dress, 
and tie a silk handkerchief about the throat 
when out boating. 

A cheap toilet-water is made out of a half 
pint of water, a small cup of cider-vinegar, and 
the same amount of mik. Put into a jar or 
bottle and appiy to the face with a soft sponge. 
Let it remain over night or until perfectiy dry, 
and then wash it oft, with warm waver. It will 
remove tan. | 

A shining face may be avoided by ladies who 


do not use powder if it is bathed over night 


with warm water, and the eyes only sponged 
io the morning. 

A pomade for the face, to remove tan and 
whiten the skin, is made out of an ounce of 
almond paste, the juice of two lemons, and a 
little eau de cologne. It is to be applied at 
bed-time and left on the face until morning. 

Gloves should be worn constantly to prevent 
the bands from tanning. The most serviceable 
are large ones of dog-skin of a dull tan shade, 
and these are saitable for most country pleas- 


ures. 1 

Hain water is best for toilet purposes, and 
keeps the skin soft and smooth. Boiled rain- 
water is considered as effective as a Turkish 
bath in removing tan. 

Masks of white cioth dampened with warm 
water are worn at night by ladies who have the 
courage to stand their unpleasantness, and are 
considered most effective for beautifying the 
complexion. 

Derk-colored veils of heavy gauze are a pro-

CHAPERONS AND ESCORTS. 


THE DUENNA SYSTEM THAT HAS BEEN 
ADOPTED IN NEW YORK. . 


+ 

Why It Has Become an Established and 
Even a Rigid Law—Seaboard Society 
Thinks It Cannot Be Evaded While We 
Intermingle So Generally with Foreign- 
ers—NoOw Considered One of the Elegan- 
cies of Social Life. 

In our Repubiic it is not that the young 
woman of good breeding and fair education is 
made indifferent to appearances, or that she is 
in any sense to take entire care of berseif, or 
that the men whom she is likely to meet upon 
her own social level are untrustworthy, that 
etiquet has made chaperonage in New York an 
established and even a rigid law. as also it is, 
in most Eastern cities. The young unmarried 
woman heither enters society nor receives gen- 
tlemen visitors unattended by an elder or at 
least a married lady or a kinsman that is nearly 
related to her. ' 

There are social circies farther iniand, and 
many of them, too, where the young woman 
would feel highly indignant at the suggestion 
that a third person is necessary to 
her group for propriety’s sake when she 
receives maie visitors or goes , out with 
a young man to ride or drive. Of _ coure 
from her mental attitude, from the selt- 
respecting standpoint to which her mind has 
been trained and the notions of her own life 
and also of those about ber, she is fully justi- 
fied in her angry protest against the duenna 
system that has been wisely adopted in New 
York. For ber to go out with a man unat- 
tended by a household friend is not in any 
sense bad form. Her education permits it and 
usage approves. The traditions of her family 
and those of her associates have instructed 
her in all such proprieties, and she is strong 
in dignity, discretion, and modesty. Bbe is 
quite well aware of all the proper courtesies 
that she may extend to male acquaintances 
and all that are due to herself from them 
under all usual circumstances. She expects 
them, and she would exact them if they were 
not offered to ber, and sbe is right. Sbe may 
receive ocostiy entertainments as amuse- 
ments from them as proper homage to herseif 
as a woman, or perbaps as their social sacrifices 
that are no more than the duty of any unmar- 
ried or unéngaged man to: bestow upon any 
unmarried woman whose hand is still ber own. 
The custom of the locality and her innate 
sense of propriety are ber guide as to bow 
many or how general these attentions may be. 
By attentions is meant theatre and opera tick- 
Sts. dinners, suppers, and the like, but by no 
means gifts. These have quite a aifferent ef- 
fect upon her sense of delicacy and ber inde- 
pendence. This young woman with a sweet 
modesty, a strong self-respect, and a con- 
sciousness of personal power would feel as if 
she were being watched and suspected if she 
were limited only to such outings as were at- 
tended by a third person, or to visits at which 
her mother or an elderly relative was neces- 
sarily present for propriety’s sake. 

On the other band, the young man with sim- 


lar rearmg would rebel against a chaperon as 


an insult to his honor and to bis intentions, end 
also hold it to be a tyranny to the woman to 
whom he desired to express a respectful civil- 
ity and an ordinary courtesy. Could he, how- 


| ever, mingle but a little while with society on 


the seaboard and observe the effect or influ- 
ences which an easy and ciose hospitality with 
all Europe has upon it social customs, be would 
soon be convinced that it is far better, at least 
for the young woman, to conform to the 
usages of aliens in their essential ceremonial 
than it would de to attempt to establish an in- 
dependent code for themee! ves. 

To the foreigner the guarding of young 
womanbood from a too familiar acquaintance 
with what is called a man of the world isa 
mark of tender respect for her. The European 
venerates this young woman because ber fam- 
lily treasures her, and because he does not 
know how to respect those who are less care- 
fully sheltered. This is his misfortune, and it 
has added another burden to our own social 
life. However, it cannot be evaded while we 


intermingle so generally with foreigners and 


our citizens intermarry with them. We are 
compelled to submit to the consequences of 
their inherited prejudices because they cannot 

them, and doubtless would not if they 
could. And yet we would like them to under- 
stand that it was not because we suspected 
our women of foolishness or that the 
daughters of a republic lacked in 
seif-reverence or a mental capacity 
that is sufficient for a quick defense of a moral 
principle or a social propriety, or that we had 
not a complese confidence in the nde moral 
sense ana chivalric honor of all true American 
men, that a guardian has been placed over 
their young sisters. It is to protect them only 
from the disrespect of those foreign-born men, 
yes, and women too, who believe in inherited 
distinctions and class privileges, and also who 
bave a conviction that by nature all youthful 
women require protection to guard them from 
falling victims to their own indiscretsons of 
speech and manners, and also to the frivolous 
influences of the other sex. Of course for- 


_ @igners cannot avoid bringing over with them 


their own race prejudices, and their own in- 
herited and cultivated family peculiarities 
which they usually mention as tbe ir social 
principies.” In the presence ofa constant 
flow of international hospitalities no self-re- 
gardful young woman is willing to appear in 
the eyes of others as if she were regardless 
of the proprieties, or as if she were not quite 
as higbly reared and as teuderly guarded by 
ber ownfamily as are the young women in 
other countries. Even though she is fully 
Aware that she requires no chaperon and is 
amply capable of saving herself from imperti- 
nence and from trifling indignities, and that 
she can always and under all probable circum- 
stances win for berself the most respectful of 
courtesies, still she is willmg to permit others 
to assume the responsibility. Nor yet is 
sbe wiiling to appear in the eyes of her 
old world acquaintances and friends as one 
who could seorn or even be wüllm to evade 
such social ceremonies and formalities as 
sacred by the 
best men and women of Europe. She con- 
cludes that if such regulations are befitting the 
good, the refined, and the self-respecting young 
woman, doubtiéss they must be essentially 
needful for the giddy, the unwise, and the dis- 
obedient, and she accepts the restriction pa- 
tiently. Hence, no matter if such observances 
are convenient or inconvenient, repubiican or 
monarchical in their origin, the social fact re- 
mains the same that the chaperon has become 
an established and unevadable personage, 
much to the poor women’s discomfort. The 
young girl caunot go into society without her, 
and each becomes a burden upon the other. 
The young lady of fine feeling and gentle con- 
sideration makes this position of her elders as 
easy and agreeubie as it is possibie to be. 

Especially is the relation of chaperon wearti- 
some to the American while in Europe, where 
no young lady who desires an admission into 
exclusive and refined circles may appear alone 
upon the street even for the briefest distance. 
Of course an attending maid is not agreeabie 
society, and besides not all American ladies 
travel with maids or with companions as do the 
English and French. 

The considerate and kindly young giri often 
relinquishes her outing rather than weary or 
bore ber elders, and the latter are constantly 
making unacknowledged sacrifices for the 
pleasure of their youthful friends. To be 
obwperoned is considered one of the elegan- 


cies of social life even by those who takesmaill | 


beed of the deeper significance of the custom, 
and the inauguration of this office is already 
held by them as one of the graces of the best 
society, and they also esteem it as one of its 
desirable pomps.— Author of Social Et guet tn 
New Tork in Home Journal.

Female Detectives and Their Work—Clever 
Capture of a Robber by a Little Woman— 
Discoverers of Divorce Evidence—Horse- 
Car “Spotters.” 

New York Mining Journal: Whenever that 
vivacious and versatile comedienne, Lotta, 
outs her capers in the farce, “A Little De- 
tective,”’ she sendsa thrill of rapture through

We then changed our tactics, 
and intrusted this important Jo to a young 
and very artful female detective. Instead of 
trying to entrap the agent directly she man- 
aged to form an intimate friendship with his 
wife. From day to day abe pretended to con- 
fide the secrets of her own life to the unwary 
wife, and in return she would of course tell 
one thing and. another, until at length the 
whole story of the express robbery was related 
to her ‘dear friend’ the female detective. The 
money was recovered, and the grand success 
of her exploit imbued so strong an infatuation 
for the dective profession that she hasffollowed 
the calling ever since, scoring somej excellent 
points now and then.“ 

The female detective system blossoms, how- 
ever, chieflyin the agencies around Union 
Square. An abundance of marital infelicities 
brings grist to the mill where crushed hearts 
are made still more miserable by obtaining 
„proof of the terrible suspicions that have 
baunted a once happy wife. " 

The Kichardson case, for instancé, revealed 
some of the methods by which a female de- 
tective gets her victim into the mesbes of the 
law. 

Married women of good social standing,” 
said a certain up-town detective agent, con- 
fide their jealousy and suspicions to our service 
quite unreservedly. We put one of our men 
on the case and the eérratic husband is 
shadowed. When no evidence can be secured 
against bim in this manner our far client 
frequently makes a request that a young and 
attractive woman sbali endeavor to cultivate 
his acquaintance On the street. This scheme 
is something like an ironciad test, and, with- 
out moralizing, Iam simply telling the truth

lots of wicked husbands.” 

The widest fleld for a female detective is, 
however, in the railway and street car service. 
The objectionable feature regarding ber morals 
is dere thoroughly eliminated. Any woman 
with a well-trained taculty for observation, 
correct in meutal arithmetic, and an appear- 
ance that is caiculated to throw off suspicion 
can easily spot the fares in a street-car. 
The several companies employ constantly a 
large number of female spotters to detect 
conductors who might have a propensity to 
knock down fares. 

She boards a car a few blocks from the start- 
ing point and site demurely or pretends to be 
exceedingiy interested in a book. Every fare 
is, however, carefully registered on her mental 
slate, and at the end of the trip, or when her 
partner enters the car midway on the trip, she 
makes her memorandum. The reports are

SLAUGHTER OF THE BIRDS. 


Report of the Committee of the Cincinnati 
ma Natural History Society. 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette: The following 
revort of the Committee on Destruction of 
Native Birds was last evening submitted to the 
Natural History Society and adopted: 


Your committee report as follows in the mat- . 


ter submitted to them, and state that they have 
carefully investigated the subject of the de 
struction of our native birds, and several 
papers have been prepared and read at three 
meetings of this society. They find: 

First—That native birds of many sveciés 
have greatiy decreased in numbers over large 
areas of the country. This is particularty true 
of those water and game birds about which it 
is com parativ easy to obtain statistics. 

Second—That the chief cause of such de- 
crease, in addition to climatic changes, natural 
enemies, clearing up the country, etc., is the 
direct destruction ot birds for their skins and 
feathers for decorative and millinery uses, the 
trapping of birds for cage purposes, the de- 
struction of eggs and nests by men and boys, 
and the introduction of the European sparrow 
(Passer domesticus), which occupies the 
nesting places of many native species. 
Three of these causes are preventa- 
ble, and the evil results can be greatly 
lessened, first, if no birds be used for decora- 
tions; second, if none of the song-birds and 
insectivorous species be used for food; third, 
if the laws protecting certain species be backed 
by stronger public opinion and be more rigidly 
enforced; fourth, if thoughtiess men and boys 
could be shown the great economic value of 
birds and taught the desirability of protecting 
them and their eggs. 

Your committee -find that a widespread dis- 
cussion of the bird question shows more in. 
terest in “our feathered friends” than they 
bad boped .or, ana they trust that Cuvier clubs, 
Audubon societies, and othr clubs of like 


aims will continue to flourisn oa all sides until 


public sentiment is entirely opposed to the de- 
struction of our native birds.

WASHINGTON DOORSTEPS ARE Ar- 
‘TRACTIVE SUMMER EVENINGS. 


The River Is Gay with Boating Parties and 
the Summer Opera Blooms, but the 
Front Doorstep Is the Temple of Beauty 
—Picturesque Costumes of the “ Summer 
Girl,” Which in the Evening Soar Above 
Conventionality. 

Wasbington Letter to New York Sun: It is 
generally conceded that there is only one place 
hotter than Washington is usually in July, and 
some people even go so far as to deny the ex- 
istence of that place. But perhaps there are 
more alleviations to the Washington hot 
weather than are dreamed of in the philosophy 
of those who do not know the town. This isa 
city of shade and gardens. One does not have 


to walk over an unbroken stretch of bare side- 
walk whose commonplaceness is only relieved 
by au occasional ash-barrei. There is hardly a 
house which has nota little green before it, 
and a great many of the handsome houses of 
the West End have beautiful broad-terraced 
gardens, with soft green turf and masses of gay 
biossoms and foliage plants. Everywhere on 
the streets of pretty residences the houses are 
bright with flowers oo the terraces and in witir 
dow boxes, and the air is sweet with the odor 
of clematis, boneysuckie, and jessamine. 

All this bravery of summer biossoming and 
luxuriance of green form an effective back- 
ground for the summer ir,“ as the news- 
papers disrespectfully call ber, who is, per- 
haps, nowhere more picturesquely in evidence 
than here. At Bar Harbor and the Adiron- 


dacks she may be ä little more daring in her 
combinations of color, in. gay plaids and stripes 
for ber mountain suit, and a trifle more au- 
dacious in the matter of bats, for even in in- 
dependent Washington she would bardly ap- 
pear ju a big shady sun-bat of scariet felt. 
But then in Maine or the Adirondacks sene has 
not the alternative of transparent lace and airy 
muslin which only half hides her soft, pink 
arms and throat, and is at once clean, cool, 
and pretty. When she goes down-town in the 
morning she abandons the transparent gown 
for a sateen, or a seersucker. or somotbing else 
equally cool, but not quite so pretty; but in 
the evening she soars above conventionality, 
and each one wears what seems right ia her 
own eyes. 

At any one of a score of courts in and around 
the city she may be seen disporting herself in 
white flannel and comfortable little toque at 
tennis. Or she arrays berseif in nautical attire 
and takes to the water. Half Washington is 
on the river these warm summer afternoons. 
Crowds go down on the excursion steamers to 
Mount Vernon, to Alexandria, to Norfolk, to 
Colonial Beach, and toa dozen other resorts 
extending down to salt water on Chesapeake 
Bay. But up the river, where it is narrow and 
deep and steamboats do not penetrate, the boat 
clubs dave their more or less picturesque 
quarters and the rowing and canocems go on. 
All the young men in town belong to the Poto- 
macs,’’ the Columdias, or the ** Analostans,’’ 
and rowing parties, little and big, go out in 
swarms from their bouses every evening. The 
river is much prettier up there than it is lower 
down. The broken outlines of the hills on the 
Virginia shore, green ia daylight, or purple 
and shadowy in twilight, are lovely. while on 
the District side the irregular gray stone build- 
ings of Georgetown College, rising clear cut 
against a sunset sky, bave quite a picturesque 
effect, and look aimost medieval. 

All the clubs have landings up in the woods, 
where some bappy combination of rocks and 
splashing waterfalis makes an attractive pic- 
nic spot, and there is hardly anight when 
there is not a barge party at one of the land- 
ings, and the lively squeak of the fiddle floats 
dows as they dance in the pavilion. On the 
water there are all sorts of craft—canoes, with 
gay little awnings; tiny shells that just hold 
the regulation two, who have to conduct them- 
selves with the greatest circumspection if they 
don't want to be capsized; racing sbelis with 
a four or an eight out practicing, whence you 
bear constantly the coxswain's stern order, 
**Eyes in the boat! asthe bare-armed rowers 
are diverted by the laughter of some passing 
boat-load of girls they know. The long, sum 
barges are very like sticks of cinnamon as you 
look down at them from the balcony, but they 
carry quite a number of passengers in effective 
boating dresses, most of which get pretty well 
spiasbed under the pouring Niagaras of the 
aqueduct bridge. 

Up the riverit seems as if every girl in 
Washington was on the water: but when you 
ro down to the summer opera you think they 
must all be there, in that gay flutter of soft 
pinks and creams which is very effective 
against the dull terra-cotta background of Al 
baugh’s. But u you choose a pleasant, warm 
evening, when the moon is not obtrusively 
bright, and go neither to the opera nor to any 
other place of resort, but simply stroll along 
the streets, you will decide that all the girls, 
without exception, are sitting on their own or 
their neighbors’ doorsteps. For the doorstep 
season bas fairly opened; every square is like 
the gallery of a theatre, and if you pass by 
daylight you are the object of a marked and 
embarrassing attention quite out of propor- 
tion, you are obliged to owa, to the brilliancys 
of your appearance or the distinction of your 
manners. From every doorstep you hear 
voices and ligut laughter, and behind every 


vine you see the glimmer of a white dress. 


Some of the luxurious ones have low easy- 
chairs or light ratian ones, with bright ribbons 
in them, brought out from the house. Many 
have rugs, Or mats, or cushions to lend a de- 
lusive appearance of softness to the stone 
steps. But one and all they come out. Faney 
work and novels are abandoned. Through the 
wide Open windows one can see the dimiy- 
lighted drawmg-rooms, and perhaps if there is 
more than one giriin the bouse a dim vista of 
back porch, with a fluttering glimpse of white 
frock in the distance, The piano is closed, the 
back parior sofa is deserted. Gay groups of 
young iris in airy summer tints stroll arm in 
arm up and down the street under the deep 
shadow of the trees or perch momentarily on 
Early in the even- 
‘ing there is much visiting back and forth from 
one doorstep to another. All the family come 
outand the conversation is general. But as 
the evening wears away one by one of the oider 
ones drift into the house, the conversation be- 
comes less and less audible, and the moon 
comes up late to look inquisitively through the 
trees at a small but select doorstep party of 
two, perhaps a pair of twos, one on the top 
step and one on the bottom. | 

This summer the long, cool spring has inter- 
fered considerably with the flourishing of tne 
doorstep season. Prudent mammas suggest 
that a damp stone is not just the g tobe 
sitting on these chilly evenings, and chilis 
and pneumonia have no regard for romance. 
They see no reason why conversation cannot 
be conducted just as profitably inside. They 
themselves find it perfectly comfortabie with a 
novel and an easy chair in the back parlor. But 
their indomitable daughter is not so easily d. 
verted from that communion with nature 
which she finds at once so enjoyable and so 
elevating. When once the doorstep bas laid 
its spell upon her, when once she bas inhaled 
the odor of the honeysuckle and magnolia, and 
seen the moonlight shimmer white through 
the trees, she is as helpless as the lady who 
looked down to Camelot. The most luxurious 
drawing-room has become stale, flat. and un- 
profitabie. Well sne knows that a white.gown 
is never 6) white as when the moon shines on 
it, that dark eyes look very deep and shadowy 
in that uncertain light, and that the wisdom of 
Solomon is not more effective than a few sinw 
phrases uttered slowly after dark.

TO THE POLE ON FUOT. 


The Ambitious Project in the Way of Arc- 
tic Exploration Undertaken by Col. Gilder. 
New York, July 12.—Col. Gilder will start 

this evening on an exploring expedition of the 

unknown regions to the north of the American 

Continent. He first goes to New Lonaon, 

Conn., and there will take passage on the 

Northern whaler Era, Capt. Spicer, which will 

land him at a point on Cumberland inlet, 

whence he hopes by a bold dash to reach the 
most northern latitude that has been touched, 
and if possible. plant the American standard 


on the point geographically known as the 


North Pole. 

Col. Gilder’s journey with Lieut Schwetka in 
search of the relics of the Sir John Franklin 
expedition is a matter of history. He was also 
on board the Rodgers when she was destroyed 
by fire on the north coast of Siberia. After 
that disaster he made his celebrated journey 
Of 2,000 miles down tne River Lena to Irkutsk, 
the Capital of Siberia. 

“Iam pretty nearly fixed for the voyage, 
he said to a reporter, and bere is Mr. Will- 
iam Griffiths, the only white man who is 
to. accompany me. We shail have a 
Sharp’sarifie, four Winchesters, two preech- 
loading shotguns, and several muzzie- 
joaders, and provisions for one year. The 
schooner Era after leaving New London will 
touch at three places, the last one of which 
will be Kikerton on the north side of Cumber- 


land inlet. There I expect to remain about 


a year to get a party of natives to accompeny 
me. But if Iam able to make up wy party in 
time the same vessel will take me across Baf- 
fin’s Bay to some point on the southern coast 
of Greenland, where I sbail be picked up by 
some Scotch whaler next year from St. Johns, 
N. F., and carried to Melville Bay or to the 
Carey Islands, near Smuith’s Sound; or they 
may place me on the western coast as high up 
as they can get, which is about 78° 50. 

It I am landed there I can work my way to 
Fort Conger, in Lady Franklin Bay, and from 
there make my dash to the pole on the route 
laid down by Lieut. Lockwood ot the Greely 
expedition, who reached jatitude 82° 9, or 


about 396 miles from the po.e. If I could get 


anywhere near Cape Sabine by vessel I could 
cross overland to Cape Lockwood, ub Greely 
Fiord, and then I would be able to add to the 
maps the land to the immediate northward, 
which is believed to exist but has never been 
seen. 

** We propose to live principally on fish and 
game we meet with in the journey. I shall 

ke two sieds—one large oné and one small 
one—for myself and Mr. Griffith. When we 
are compelled to do so we shall abandon them 
and go on foot,

“CARELESS BLASTING.” 


No Safety in Placing Nitro-Compounds in 
the Hands of Kule-o’-Thumb Workmen. 
An extreme case, in some ways, of “ carless 

Dlastemg occurred in New York last week, 

which failed of causing a serlous loss of life 

and property by what we conceive to be a very 
narrow margin. On Third avenue, between 

Thirty-eighth and Thirty-ninth streets, an ex- 

cavation is making for a building which 18 to 

occupy two lots, and the ingenious contractor, 
who probably never conceived that there 
could be such a thing as tne vibratory 
transmission of force, thought it would 
save time and trouble if be should blow off 
with one blast that portion of the ledge of the 
rock he was at work on, which extended across 
the front of both lots, and under the adjacent 
buildings. The ledge, which was about four 
feet below the level of the street, was drilled 
in seven places, and four of the shots, which 
were to be fired at the same time by electricity, 
were placed in six-foot boles, and we suppose 
that it was the firing of this quadruple snot 
which threw ten feet into the air a large mass of 
stone which landed in tne streej, demolishing in 
its fall the portable engine whb operated the 
stoam drilis. The statement is made that the 
blast tore off a piece of the ledge eight feet 
deep and extending across the front of both 
lots. If this is so the biast would bea large 
one even for the open workings of a quarry, 
whiie for a situation in the midst of a crowded 
city it was criminal to the highest degree, and 
if, as the neighbors say, there is no department 
of the city that Will acknowledge it can control 
the size or character of blasts, we feel that 


there is room for ene more law at least on 


the overioaded statute books. The fact that 
the contractor was intelligent enough to 


take unusual precautions, warning the officiais’ 


of the elevated railroad, stationing flagmen 
more than a block away on either band, and 
heavily timbering over the blast, simpiy em- 
phasizes the need there is that blasting should 
be done only by competent persons. Surely, 
if it is necessary to take out a license to keep 
and sell gunpowder,”’ it would not be unrea- 
sonable to allow none but licensed experts to 
explode it. It might be too much to require 
every blast to be prepared and fired by a min- 
ing engineer, but it would be eminently 
proper to pass and enforce a law 
that every charge having an explosive 
power above a fixed limit should de 
fired only under the supervision of such an ex- 
pert. The temptation undoubtedly is for city 


r contractors, who may have gained their know 


edge of explosives on large engineering works 
where some of the nitro-compounds were used, 
to use the same substances for city work, and 
we do not believe that itis yet sate to place 
these compounds in the bands of rule-o’-thumb 
workmen. We think it extremely likely, too, 
that much of the blasting within city -limits 
could be done with the new zinc or the older 
lime cartridges, botb of which are used suc- 
cessfully in coal-mines, and of which we have 
given descriptions.—American Architect.

the narrative, noreven the characters trom 
whose lives and actions the narrative ought to 


spring. As in some landscapes in which effects. 


of cloud prevail over all other effects, the total 
impression left upon the mind is vague, shad- 
owy, or perhaps prismatic, but one without 


that depth of shadow and sharpness of outhne 


which are necessary in order that either poetry, 
or fiction, or any kind of imaginative litera- 
ature, except perhaps the literature in which 
pictorial effects alone are wanted, may really 


take a strong bold of the sympathies and stim- 


ulate them into higher and nobler activity. 
One great cause of the prevalence of the im- 
pressionist school is the loss of distinct stand- 
ards of thought and judgment. This makes 
it very difficult to tell a story well so as to ex- 


cite the higher sympathies of the reader. In 


the modern wealth of moral analogies, the 
modern uncertainty of moral aim, and the 
modern vaciliation as to moral ideal, which 
mark the present day, the subtler writers of 
fiction hardly veature to hold up any charac- 
ter to scorn on the one hand or to reverence 
on the other. Tney have not made up their 
Own minds as to what tney shail admire, what 
they sbali detest, what they shall excuse, 


and what they shall commiserate. 80 they 


take refuge in conveying only the mixed 
impressions made on some one plastic fancy 
by what takes place, that one being usuaily 
so selected that it does not belp the reader at 
all to a due discrimination of what is noble ana 
ignoble in the action of the story. This is not, 
we think, a fortunate condition of things for 
the higher efforts either of the poet or the 
novelist. In the highest imaginative efforts 
fixed standaris are almost essential to suc- 
cess. Even George Eliot suffered by the deep 
vaciliation in her own mind as to the degree 
in which she couid ber characters as 
responsible for what they did. You see in 
the supersubtieties of ‘* Daniel Deronda,” and 
in a less degree even in those of Miadle- 
march’’—nay, in the rather wearisome 
analysis with which many of the most powerful 
chapters in Adam Bede and in Romola” 
open, how that great imaginative writer was 
bewildered by the uncertainty of ber own 
philosophy. Sit Walter Scott and Miss Austen, 
who never troubied themse:ives to analyze the 
conventional ideas of their days, tracea the 
action of character on character with a far 
firmer and stronger band than almost 
any of our modern novelists, not exelud- 
ing even Thackeray himself. For the 
impressionist school has grown in im- 
portance almost pari passu with the growth 
of morai doubt, ana with the disposition to at- 
tenuate the guilt of everything that is evil un- 
der the influence of a theory which reduces to 
a minimum or wholly exbales the significance 
of moral responsibility. And so, too, the diffi- 
culty in attaining intellectual truth bas led 
men to treat all forms of human intellect as 
affording only quit@untrustworthy glimpses of 
the infinit ocean of creative force. Of course, 
writers with such views, though they may 
portray certain aspects of mind and char- 
acter deftly and vividly enough, cannot fur- 
nish coberent conceptions of the true power of 
either intellectual or moral character. Im- 
pressionism is one of the many results of the 
agnosticism, or pantheism, or positivism of 
the age—that is, the natural reflection in liter- 
ature of the general collapse of dogmatic, and 
moral, and spiritual conviction. If you can 
interest men by telling them, with great pict- 
uresqueness, how somebody felt on a particular 
occasion, without committing yourself to any 
sort of judgment on bis feelmg, then that is 
the natura! resource ofa literary man who is 
not at all sure how he ought to have felt or 
how far be could have helped feeling exactly 
as he did. London Spectator. 


MELONS BY THE MILLION, 


More than 5,000 Acres of Watermelons 
Planted in Barnwell County, 8. C. 

All that section of country lying along the 
line of the South Carolina Ratlway, between 
Midway, in Barnwell County, and Aiken, may 
be called the garden spot of South Carolina. 
The land is fertile and easily cultivated, is 
abundantly watered by never-failmg streams, 
and is settled by an industrious, energetic, and 
intelligent people. On either side of the rail- 
way track well-kept farms, neatly- 
trimmed vineyards, and teeming orchards 
stretch away as far as the eye can 
reach. During the last four years more than 
100,000 peach trees have been planted in that 
section, and it is estimated that at least 70,- 
000 of these trees are now in bearing condition. 
In addition to the attention that has been given 
to the cultivation of fruit thousands of do“ 
lars have been invested in the planting anda 
cultivation of the vine, while thousands of 
acres are planted each year in watermelons. 
All of the smaller fruits are grown to per- 
fection, while the land vieles bountitul 
crops of vegetables with the least pos- 
gible expenditure of money and 
At this season of the year the 
old tields are full of the wild and 
vated plums and grapes, while the delicious 
huckleberry is ruinning to waste because there 
are none so poor as to do it reverence. The 


_ returns from all the fruit and melon crops have 


been remunerative, and the business is conse- 
quently growing in importance year after year. 
In the orchards at Williston there are about 
40,000 trees; at Blackville more than 380,000 
trees: at Montmorenci about 30,000 trees; and 
at Aiken over 5,000 trees. Throughout Barn- 
well and Aiken Counties there is a small or- 
chard en nearly every farm, and the 

bave discovered in the profits which they have 
realized from these smaller and diversified and 
too long neglected industries a certain road to 
weaith. 

About four years ago a few of the farmers 
of Barnwell County began to plant watermelons 
„for market.” The cultivation of the crop 
was so easy and the profits so large that the 
acreage was increased, better methods were 
employed, improved varieties of seed used, 
and closer economies practiced, until now the 
growing of melons for shipment to Northern 
and Western cities has become an established 
industry.
